Many articles have been brought into notice for positive pictures in the place 
of glass for the purpose of mounting in breoches, lockets, &c : they all possess 
some important peculiarities ; the best for the purpose that has been introduced 
is the Nrecio Paper: it is perfectly harmless to any silver bath, ardis of a uni- 
form even surface ; it, moreover, can be cut with a pair of scissors without feat 
of chipping the edge of the picture. 

Mica is sometimes used on account of its cheapness, but the imperfections of 
its surface renders it a poor substitute for glass, it however, willdo extremely 

- well for small photographs if in the hands of a skilful operator. 


The Iron Tapvets are the cheapest articles, and require no particular care in 
their manipulation, but the surface is not so fine as the Niello paper.
